Fall Plowing. 
It is a well known fact 
that 
even in the more humid climates 
a crop is seldom raised that has 
not 
at 
some 
time 
duriug 
if*, 
growth suffered for the want ot 
water. 
This need of moisture is 
especially felt 
over tin* 
larger 
port ion of Texas and the western 
country. 
Yet even in the driest 
sections of our country the annua! 
rainfall is generally ample to make 
at least one crop a year.
